Parts of the 
mail she ecarriea have been washed ashore, 
and fa cargo supposed to be ners strews the 
shore for forty miles below St. Augustine.

Vera Cruz was seen on Saturday last about 
sixty miles off shore from St. Augustine bya 
brig which was wrecked in the gale which 
broke outon Sunday.

The wires of Florida connecting with the 
Havana cable are unfortunately not working, 
so that no inquiries can be made of the agents 
at Havana.

Another Account. 

NEW YorK, September >.—A _ special diss 
patch froin St. Augustine, Fla., savs there is 
very little doubt that the steamerCity of Vera 
Cruz, of the Mexican Line, which sailed from 
New York August 25th for Havana and Vera 
Cruz, went down in the recent hurri- 
cane which has already strewn 
our coast with wrecks. The horrible discov- 
ery Was made yesterday when portions of the 
mail carried by the ill-fated vessel washed 
ashore some miles south of the city. One 
mail bag contained letters for Cuba and 
Mexico,which had been posted in France, Au- 
gustl3, and another lot was found with 
envelopes bearing the postmark of New York, 
August 25. This alone indicated that 

THE LOST VESSEL 
Was & mail steamer bound for Southern 
ports, and the surmise was that it must have 
been the City of: Vera Cruz, as 
she left New York on the day 
last named. A closer examination 


showed several bills of lading of the steamer 
Vera Cruz. On Saturday afternoon a large 
steamer, supposed to have been the Vera 
Cruz, passed the. brig Caroline Ed- 
dy, then about sixty miles from 
the coast off Ste. Augustine. This 
brig was soon after struck by 
a hurricane and wrecked, drifting on the 
beach near where the lost letters were dis- 
covered. At the time the steamer was sicht- 
ed she was headed south. The wind wasthen 
blowing very hara and a gale was rising. The 
City of Vera Cruz must have been struck 
by the hurricane and probably foundered 
Saturday night or Sunday morning, Every 
hour brings news of some 
STARTLING DISCOVERY 

in regard to the supposed wreck. The bodies 
Ofalady and child have been found on the 
shore cast up by the waves. They were 
buried by a party of wreckers on the sands 
near the place where found. This makes al- 
ready five bodies recovered, the three oth- 
ersbeing corpses of unknown. Two from 
their adress are thought to be  passen- 
rers, and the other evidentiv a sailor. 
The shore. for over forty miles south of 
this place is strewn with the cargo of the 
steamer. A trunk was fouud marked ‘*‘Her- 
nandez.’’ This corresponds with the name 
of a Jady on the passenger list of the Citv of 
Vera Cruz as appears in the New York papers 
of last Thursday. The mails, or at least all 
that ceuld be recovered of them, were 
brought here yesterday and will 
be forwarded to their destinations. Two 
sailing vessels in addition to the brig Eddy 
bave come ashore near here. The signs are 
that the hurricane has been very fatal to ship-

THE CITY OF VERA CRUZ 

was a wooden vessel of 1,874 tons register, 
buiit at Green Point, L. 1l., in 1874, for Alex- 
andre & Son’s line between this city, Havana 
and Mexico, in which trade she was employ- 
ed. She was a screw vessel, 2% feet long, 
thirty-seven feet beam and twenty-six feet 
deep, and had a draught of nineteen feet wa- 
ter. She had three decks, brig-rigged, and 
her motive power consisted of two compound 
eylinder engines; her propeller was tifteen 
feet six inches in diameter, with 
4 pitch of twenty-three feet. 
Iron strips four inches wide and five-eighths 
of an inch in thickness, doubled and diagon- 
ally laid, strengthened the vessel very materi- 
ally. She had accommodations for one hun- 
dred passengers and was finely furnished. 

Capt. Van Sice _comman and Capt. 
Horn was first officer. She 
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crew of fifty picked men. 
Superintendent of Foreign Mails at 
Washington yesterday telegraphed Postmas- 
ter James, of this city, as follows:‘*The Post- 
master of St. Augustine, Fia., 
having telegraphed the Postmaster-General 
to-day as follows: ‘A lot of foreign 
mail was washed ashore and delivered to me.

of 2,400 Miles.

nessee bottoms, Mr. J.P. Benjamin, manufac- 


‘turer of shoe uppers, 52 Warren street, «p- 


pears none the worse tor his long horsebavk 
journey from Texas to this city, which he be- 
gan on tbe 10th of May last, and finished on 
Friday, Aug. 27. His face is bronzed and 
weather-beaten, and with his broad-brimmed 
hat slouched over his eyes he still looks more 
like a Texas planter than the New York busi- 
ness manthatheis. Mr. Benjimia Kept no 
log of his journeyings, but his reminiscences 
are interesting. 

*“T undertook the trip,’”? ke said yesterday, 
“as much to see the country as for anything 
else. I had been to Texas on business, and 
raving Jeisure, it occurred to me that a horse- 
back ride home by easy stages would give me 
the opportunity I desired to see the couutry 
thorcughly. I bought six mustang horses and 
an Indian pony, asupply of provisions, rubber 
and woolen blankets, and other indispensabie 
articles. One horse carried the pack. I led 
two horses, and my companion, Etlsworth 
Black, whom [I leftat Pittsburg, led the other 
two. Gne of the mustangs got sick before we 
vot through, and I gave it away. We set out 
from Fort Worth on the 10th of May at adout 
To’clock in the mornivg. Our plan was to 
journey about twenty-five miles aday. We 
rested every day from about 11 o’clock in the 
morning to 31n the afternoon, then traveled 
until 6 and camped forthe night. From the 
time we left Fort Worth until we arrived in 
Pittsburg we did not sleep underaroof. I 
never slept so well in my life as [did wrapped 
in my blanketsinthe openairor under the 
Shelter ofatree. Ourroute was northwest: 
erly acrossthe corner of the Indian Nation, 
thence straight across Arkansas to the Missis- 
sippi River, which we crossed at Memphis. 
Our experience in Arkansas was the most un- 
pleasant ofthetiip. The people were the 
most unhospitable Il ever met, and their man- 
pers were 10 striking contrast with those of 
the Tennesseeaus, who treated us with the 
greatest kindness. We were five weeks on 
When we got into the 

Hutcbhee bottoms, twenty-five miles east of 
Memphis, we were both prostrated with 
maiaria fever, and for three weeks We were 
so ill that we were unable toguo on. We were 
tormented by mosquitoes in many of our 
campiig places, but the worst plague wasthe 
bleck gnats, Which stung us unmercifully. 
Wild cats and other animals made music for 
us inthe Hatchee country, but we Were not 
molested by them. The only weapons I car- 
ricd were two six-shooters, but I never had 
occasion to take them outof my saddle-bazs. 

‘When we were able to resume the journey 
the streams in Tennessee were greatly swollen, 
ard we went 300 miles out of our way to get 
around them. It was not a pleasant experi- 
ence to swim our horses across creeks, as we 
cid in some instances. Our blankets and 
utensils would get soaking wet, and we wouid 
be compelied to halt forseveral hours to dry 
them out. After passing through Browas- 
ville, Jackson and Paris, we followed pretty 
nearly the line of the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad. From Louisville we went along the 
south side ofthe Ohio River to Covington, 
where we crossed to Cincinnati; thence we 
went disgonally across Ohio through Colum- 
bus to Pittsburg. Herel sold the horse that 
had carried me all the way from Fort Worth 

‘and mounted another mustang, which brouzht 
me clear throughto New York. Young Black 
left me at Pittsburg and rode the pony that 
had brought him from ‘Texas on to his home 
in Bradford. 1 bad disposed of all my horses 
except the one | rode; so [shipped my outtit 
to New York and stopped at hotels for the 
rest of my jouruey. lcame by way of Har- 
risburg ovew the turnpikes, and had few inci- 
dents by the way. 

‘+! forgot to say that Tcame across Rh. Av- 
mon Potter, the whee!barrow man, at Greeus- 
burg, Pa. He said he had heen from Albany 
to Culifornia, and was on bis way back. Li, 
expects to bein New York in about two 
mecnths. The worn-out wheel of his barrow 
istied and wedged to keep itfrom going to 
pieces, but be says it must last him through. 
He m:kes bis living by the way by exhibiting 
curiusities tbat he bas collected. Amony 
them are tarantulas, centipedes, white rat- 
tiespakes, horned toads, anda live wolf, all 
oe! which be carries inthe barrow. He says 
$6,000 is awaiting him onthe completion of 
bis trip.’’ 

Mr. Benjamin says that when he gets the 
maisria out of bis system he will look with 
more pleasure upon bis experiences, but that 
be would not care to make the journey again, 
and beissure thathe prefers New York to 
ali the country between it and Texas.

Shook had mide 
the following bets: $40 that Gariield will car- 
rv Pennsylvania, $00 that Obio will give Gar- 
field a plvrality of 10,000 votes and $100 that 
vial field will get mere votes in New York 
City than any previous Republican candidate. 
These are with Mr. John Elisiler. Mr. Shook 
also bet Mr. Thomas B. McDonnach $100 that 
Iiancock will not carry -tkhe S ate of New 
York, and with Mr. Bartley Campbeil +590 
that Hancock will not be elected. At the 
srower House it was learned that bets had 
been mace lately as follows: Oneof $800 to 
$1,000 that Hancock would get a majority of 
D0.0C0 in New York State, one >200 to $90 that 
Hancock will be elected, and several smaller 
at the rate of 100 to 70, toe odds being mM favor 
of Hancock. At the Iloffman UHvouse bets 
were made—that Hancock would be elected,

necticut, $500 even, and seversi smaller bets, 
with the odds in favor of Elancock. In fact the 
Ilancock men are all willing to give odds, and 
it seems that Mr. Sheridan Shook might 
have hetted to greater advantage.

After the first act he 
Was wore at leisure, und said to the reporter 
that, thougb not a betting man,he had madea 
few littie bets a week ago on Gaftie2ld’s elec: 
tion:one was of $2,600, even money; the 
others were for small amounts. Ictis rather 
early forthe betting, which will not fairly 
pegin until the month preceding election. 
The indications are, however, that it will be 
brisk and exciting and that a considerable 
amouat of money will be lost on Garfield. 


THAT NEW, BABY. 


The Venerable Holland King and the 
Prince of Orange. 
From the New York Herald. 


The ()ueen of the Netherlands has been de- 
livered ofa daughter. William ILI., King of 
the Low Countries, is 63 vears old, The 
Princess of Waldeck-Pyrmont, bis second 
wife, is 25. She is a daughter,by the mother’s 
side, of the House of Nassau. The succession 
to the throne has caused the gravest anxiety 
inthe Netherlands. King William’s eldest 
son having died last year, the heir apparent is 
his second son, Prince Alexander, who is un- 
married, and likelv to remain so. The next 
heir to the crown is King William’s uncle. the 
vererable Prince Frederick, a veteran sol- 
dier,in his more 9 pee vear, Whose only 
daughter is married to the reigning Prince of 
Wied. After Prince Frederick comes the 
head of the elder branch of _ the. 
ancient Nassau or Walram House, Adolphus, 
ex-Duke of Nassau, and Count Palatine, who 
was exmitted from his realm by the Prussian 
Government in the autumn of 1866, and sub- 
sequently spent a considerable portion of his 
private fortune in fruitlessly attempting to 
colonize Koumania with such of his former 
subjects as appealed to his generosity to res- 
cue them from the incisive talons of the bran- 
denburg Eagle. This Prince, who is of exact- 
ly the same age as his cousin King William 
ili., has one son, Prince William, a youth of 
17, and one brother, Primce Nicholas, who is 
meorganatically married to the Countess de 
Merenberg, nee Pushkine. 

Gossip has been endless concerning the 
birth which isjust announced. Queen Emma 
was believed to have been given in marriage 
to King William in the hope that the son she 
was expecting would at once be heir apparent 
tothe crown of the Netherlands. But the 
present Prince of Orange shook his head when 
the advent was talked of in his presence. He 
felt that the house of which King William is 
the hcad was predestined to become extinct. 
He is now in Paris, where a correspondent of 
Mr. Labouchere’s paper has methim. Ile 
dccuvies a suit of chambers overlooking the 
Tuileries Gardens. Asthe weather enables 
kim tokeep the windows open, his rooms 
bave not the odor of a chemist’s shop, and he 
can breathe without a respirator. The Prince 
of Orange astonishes his doctors, and, per- 
haps, may disappoint his stepmotner’s fami- 
ly. He is now able to speak without incur- 
rirg the risk of bursting a vessel in the lungs. 
The improvement he attributes to an effort of 
the will, for he is resoived not to die before 
Prince Bismarck. He has found strength to 
visits. 
Grevy, in bis two interviews with the Prince 
of Orange, was rather favorably impressed by 
bim, and thought him intelligent and inter- 
estipg. Sby hesitancy of manner had been 
surmounted on these occasions. A talent for 
silence is a characteristic of the Prince, as it 
was. of his famous ancestor. With M. Grevy 
he talked freely enough. He is of milk-white 
complexion and has pale eyes, which blink 
uneasily inthe light. His hair is naturally 
colorless. When he walks his limbs collapse at 
the knees. Asa writer he hastwo excellent 
qualities; he is very clear and readable. The 
salient governmental idea which he has ex- 
pressed in print it that it is better to descend 
by a ladder than to be pitched neck and crop 
out of a window. 

An Antediluyian Rhinoceros. 
From the London Telegraph. 

German arch:ologists have been exception- 
ally lucky this summer in turning up old 
world curiosities as well as relics of the pre- 
historic ages. Schleswig-Holstein only the 
other day afforded a copious yield of antique 
armor, huge and uncouth weapons of war, 
and mighty carved drinking horns; and now 
we learn from Magdeburg that the eminent 
physiologist, Leo Baltzer, who has for some 
time past been carrying on excavations inthe 
neighborhood of Nordhausen, has just made a 


highly interesting discovery in the alluvial 
stratum of the Steigerthal, close to the foot of 
Schellenberg. There,at the deptn of about 
six feet below the surface of the valley, he 
came upon the entire skeleton of an antedilu- 
vian rhinoceros, in an. excellent state of 
preservation. Theheight of this enormous 
beast, when living. must have exceeded that 
of the tallest guardsman our Household 
Brigade, and his bulk can searcely have been 
less than that of the average African elephant. 
The fore and hind legs, spinal column, ribs 
ai.d collar-bone are perfect. Some deteriora- 
tion has accrued to the skull through the fact 
that it was several feet nearer the surface of 
the earth than were the extremities, and con- 
sequently suffered from the infiltration of 
rain water, However, the jaws and tweaty- 
eight of the teeth are quite uninjured. Dr. 
Baltzer is at present busily engaged in setting 
up the huge skeleton, which he intends, as 
soon as his task shall be completed, to present 
to the High School of Magdeburg. 


DEATH AT THE ALTAR. 
A Sad Catastrophe in an Irish Chapel. 


Bublin Cor. London News. 


Details have reached Dubiin of the terrible 
calastaspkein a Reman Catholic chapel at 
Gweedcre, Countv Donegal. ‘he church is 
situated in a deep ravine between two granite 
cliffs, which rise as perpendicularly from the 
tase to the top as the side walis of the chapel, 
erd are almostas high as the latter. ‘The 
sacristy side faces the seatothe west. Between 
the sice walls and this cliff an opening of 
about six feet had been cut out ofthe rock to 
give walking-space round the outside of the 
chapel to the southeast side. The glen opens 
uptowards the hills, but is not so deep at any 
place as wherethe chapel is built. Inthe 
middle of this glen a stream flows, though no 
great bedy of water fills up its bed, except in 
the winter time, When itis fed by mountain 
torrents. This brook flows down under the 
south aisle of the chapel, provision being 
mace for its passage by an archway under 
the walls and floor of the chapel. It divides 
the chapel vard into two sections to the bridge 
below on the country road, where it disgorges 
under three arches. ‘The upper parapet wail 
oftbis biidge forms part of theinclosure of 
St. Mary’s Chapel. Whenthe tides are high 
the water of the cea passes through this 
biidge and through the arch under the chapel 
for some distance. The peculiar site of the 
chapel is attributed to the difliculty in getting 
landfor the purpose. From 10 o’clock on 
Sunday morning rain fell in torrents, accom- 
panied by terrific thunder and lightning. 
‘The stream came down from the mountain 
sides into the basin of the rivulet, covered the 
crops With debris, washed wway .a bridge 
north of and nearthe Gweedore Hotel, and 
carried granite bowiders, Over a ton weight, 
for fully amile down its bed. On reaching 
the high walls surrounding the chapel yard 
the impetuous torrent bore down all before 
it and entered the chapel by the west gable 
door. The scared looks of the people, asif at 
some unusual thing passing along the floor 
towards the altar, first attracted the attention 
of the Rev. James Macfadden, parish priest, 
whowasinthe act of administering com- 
mubion. The priest and people preserved 
order, but the unceasing roar of the torrent 
outside induced the pastor to ascend the steps 
of the altar, when, oa looking down the aisle, 
he suw the water, which had burst open the 
massive door, rushing inwards. He deposit- 
ed the chalice contuining the sacrament in the 
tabernacle and locked thedoor. Then turning 
to the people, who were up to their waists in 
water, he directed and beckon:d them to 
make their way cutor escape as best they 
could, divesting himself of his vestments. 
The water bad now reacbed to his knees, and 
seeing no other means of safety he ascended 
the top of the altar and made way from thence 
to the reredos behind it, and by the aid of a 
board crossed over the vestry to the chancel 
window, Which he ascended toa safe height 
by breaking the panes, inflicting a severe cut 
on his band. By this time the water had 
closed the eastern door and then burst 
it and the door-case outwards, 
carrying with it several per- 
sons, including Sub-Constable Mariin, 
who, at the risk of his life, after several at- 
tempts, succeeded. with the aid ofa civilian, 
insaving « woman being borne out along 
with him. The water then carried awav the 
remaining boundary-wallanda bridge sixty 
vards lower down. Meantime, with the water 
eight feet deep, aterrible scene was occur- 
ring inside thechapel. Theseats, bound to- 
gether atthe bottum, became floating rafts, 
of which all who could availed themselves to 
save their lives. A large block of ftir-wood, 
carried in by the water, kept afloat all who 
could siton and cling to it. Others were 
saved by getting hoid of a suspended lamp- 
chain and by grasping the window-cords and 
breaking the glass. A man named Gallaher, 
with ropes and garments, pulled others up to 
the gallery. Sub-Constable Mahonev and 
others placed ladders from the rocks outside 
to the windows, and by this means many es- 
caped. The interior of the chapel was almost 
destroyed, and outside everything was carried 
away except thesolid rock. There wereabout 
400 people inthe chapel. Five dead bodies 
have been discovered and no more are miss- 
ing. James Ferry, aged sixteen, was found 
dead at the vestry dvor, which had closed on 
his arm, preventirg egress. The others who 
losttheir lives are Neil Doherty, Connell 
Boyle, aged seventy; Grace McGarvan, aged 
forty-five (all married), and Henry Gallaher, 
2eed sixteen. 


An Afghan Story.

Many curious stories are told of the influ- 
ence exercised by the Afghan chiefs over their 
followers, among the most striking of which 
is the following: A young English subaltein 
attached to the Cabul expedition of 18t1-2, 
rescued an Afghan pilgrim from some Eag- 
lish soldiers who were handling him roughly. 
The pilgrim warmly thanked his deliverer, 
saying with emphasis than ‘fan Afghan never 
forgets a good turn or absdone.”’ Some 
months later, duriog the fatal battle of the 
Kurd-Cabul Pass, our hero saw one of the 
enemy point to him repeatedly, and conclud- 
ed himself singled oyt for destruction. But, 
to his amazement, he remained unhurt amid 
the hottest fire, while kis men were dropping 
around him like leaves, those who had mo- 
lested the pilgrim being the first tofall. At 
length several of the enemy disarmed and 
dragged. him down by main force, checking 
those who wished to kill bim by declaring 
him to be under the protection of their chief. 
The chief in question proved to be identical 
with the rescued pilgrim—a disguise assumed 
to aid his designs againstthe English—and 
the officer, baving been bospitably enter- 
tuined, wus dismissed without ransom,

PRESIDENT GREVY. 


Daily Life of the Man at the: Head of 
the French Republic. 
From the New York Sun. 


There is no nonsense about M. Grevy, no 
ostentation, no fussand feathers. The E!ysee 
is now as republican as the White House. 

M. Grevy is not a fanaticalearly riser. En- 
joying robust health, he gets up when he 
pleases, and according to the day’s work be- 
fore him. From his bed he marches straight 
to his shower bath, deluges himself with.cold 
water, plies the coarse towels vigorously, 
swallows.a cup of black coffec, dresses rapid- 
ly, ripgs fcr M. Duhamel, his secretary, and 
listers to the reading of the morning mail. At 
10 o’elock be receives the persons waiting to 
see him. Itis a fact not generally Known, as 
itis a thing never before seen in France, that 
callers are admitted to the presence of the 
President of the French Republicas freely as 
to that of an American President. without 
previous appointment or /ettre @audicnce. 
It was not so under Cavaignac or under 
Thiers. In MacMahon’s time the obtaining 
of an audience was a genuine achievement. 
First, you bad to make a written application 
for the boror of speech with the Marshal- 
President. Then you had to wait several 
weeks foran answer. If this proved favor- 
able—not always the case, by any means—you 
hac to present yourself at the Elysee precise- 
ly at such an hour of such a day, with your 
lettre Voudience in your pocket. The huis- 
siey Cn duty scanned it and passed you over 
to another /Avissier. Whoin turn passed you 
over to the Secretary-General, the famous M. 
d’Harcourt, the director of the old soldier’s 
political conscience, who ushered you into the 
preserce of MacMahon. 

Nothing of all that remains to-day under M. 
Grevy. You happen to find yourself near 
the Elysee, between 10 o’elock in the morn- 
ing and noon, and afancv takes you to pay 
your respects to the Chief of the State. You 
walk inandasktosee him. A /iuissivr shows 
you into a waiting room, and you write your 
name on the list which, every morning at 10 
o’cilock, is handed to the President. He looks 
it over, and checks the names of all whom he 
wishes to receive that day. If vours is not of 


the number, return to-morrow and it will | 


be. 

The President is what you Americans call 
adriver. He gets through work rapidly. 
Audiences atthe Elysee nowadays are, asa 
rule, as brief as New Year’s calls at the White 
House. Itisarare thing for one of them to 
last overten minutes. We have traveled a 
long way from the solemn intefviews of Mac- 
Mahon’stime, ard che little bits of paper 
which M. d’Harvount used to pass to him. 

Wearing his black frock coat, M. Grevy at- 
tends the meetings of his Ministers. 
his arms and listens, but hardly ever speaks. 
What be bas to say is usually said after the 
meeting to the Minister whom it concerns. 

At noon he breakfasts. The table is always 
set for twelve persons. M. Grevy, who does 
not like long official audiences, has the 
habit, when a friend or a stranger whom he 
wishes to see more of calls upon him in the 
morning, of keeping him to breakfast. Mme. 
anu Mile. Grevy are always present at this 
meal, as are also Gen. Pittie, chief of the mil- 
itary household; M. Duhamel, M. Fourueret 
and the oficer on duty. Breakfast over. M. 
Grevy takes his friends: into the smoking- 
room or the garden. Hiscigars are good, and 
all formality vanishes with the first spiral of 
blue smoke. From 2 o’clock to 5 the Presi- 
Cent writes letters and reads the extracts 
from the newspapers which are every day 
placed upon hisdtable. Fromsto 4, faithful 
to en old habit, he plays ehess with a friend. 
He is one of the strongest amateurs in 
Europe. Atfour, ora little later, he goes to 
the Bois with his wife and daughter. but he 
does not follow the beaten track. Heshuns 
ihe crowd as‘far as possible. When the car- 
riage comes to a stretch of a secluded creen 
sward, the father. mother and daughter get 
out and enjoy a walk together, chatting gaily. 
The President is always back at the Elvsee

ome. By the time he has written “Jules Gre- 
vy)” two or three kundred times at the bot- 
tcm cf all sorts of documents, the dianer hour 
arrives.

Grevy has a vizoFous appetite, but likes plain 
food. Elaborate dishes, the triumphs of the 
cook’s art, are thrown away on him. After 
dinner the family and any very intimate friends 
who may be present go into the garden, 
which is superb at this time of the year, or 
perhaps they play billiards until ten. Mile. 
Grevy plays witb ber father, and sometinies 
beats him. The Duchess d’Angouleme, aunt 
of Henry V.. was alsoa billiard player. Mlle. 
Girevy has been brought up like an American 
girl. Sherides, plays croquet, and is pas- 
sionately fond of dancing. The Presideat’s 
Wife is simplicity itself. In her s//onr one is 
certain ofnever meeting, as one didin the 
days of e.la Marechale, a certain demoi- 
selle very constant in her attendance at the 
oftices of the church and tbe lectures of the 
good Jesuit fathers, who seemed to direct all 
tbe actions of the Duchess de Magenta. Itis 
not Mme. Grevy who will ever say to her 
friends what Mme. de MacMahon said to hers 
on the 16th of May: ‘‘Count on me, ladies; I 
shall know how to save France.”? Mme. Grevy 
hasthe good taste not to meddle, directly or 
remotely, in the public business. She busies 
herself in good works. 

Whenthe clock strikes ten the day of this 
simple and happy family is over. The ladies 
gototheir apartments. The President re- 
turnsto bis work. He never goes to bed be- 
fore midnight, often not until long after mid- 
night.

Returning Home to be Punished for 
His Crimes.

The extradition treatv under the conven- 
tion of March 23, 1868, between the Govern- 
ments of Italy and the United States has 
since that date been a dead ictter so far as 
being put into practical operation, until the 
knowledve reached the Italian Government, 
during the fall of 1879, thatone of her most 
noted criminals had been arrested for pur- 
suing his nefarious trade in San Francisc), 
and was then confinedin the State rison. 
The Government at once placed themselves in 
communication with Baron Blanc, the Italian 
Minister Plenipotentiary to this country, be- 
sides sending over Lucca Garrette, an Italian 
police agemt, for the purpose of positively 
identifying the crimina) as one Rosario Meli,a 
brigard, and the reputed chief of the Societe 
Meftin. The latter isa society of malefactors, 
banded together under the most solemn 
pledges to revenge an arrest of ene of their 
number, and Mr. Garrette said last night that 
eo far but few oflicers who had arrested their 
members had escaped assassination. Reach- 
ing San Francisco Meli was at once recog- 
nized by his pursuer as the man for whom 
he was searching and who bad been proved 
guilty of the following crimes: March 29, 
1866, robbing a man ofagun; April 29, rob- 
bipg a man of a sum of money; May, 1, rob- 
bing four persons; may 2, ro bing four per- 
sons, the life of one of whom he threatened if 
the offence was revealed; March 11, 1867, as- 
sassinating Vincenzo Galobeta. For these ef- 
fenses he was arrested, tried and sentenced 
to thirty years’ imprisonment, but managed 
to escape and reach America. The Govern-

Details of the Hurricane Which 
Devastated Jamaica.

A Tale of Woe—Immense Loss of Life 
and Damage to Property. 


New York, September 3.—Phe Star and 
Herald of Panama, just received, has a story 
of the disastrous hurricane which swept Ja- 
maicathenight of August 17. The wind raged 
with st.ch fury at the beginning that the street 
cars had to cease running. The _ vessels 
bave been sunk and driven ashore, the 
wharves destroyed, roofs blown off, trees up- 
rooted and a catalogue of other damages 
sustained which it is impossible to estimate. 
Nota single coaster in Kingston Harbor rode 
eut the gale in satety. 

TWENTY-SEVEN VESSELS, 
igs, barks, etc., were driven ashore 
went to pieces at their docks. 
Every wharf but one is blown 
away. The beach is strewn with cargoes 
of vessels wrecked. Many seamenare miss- 
ing, and thev are supposed to bave perished. 
All the penitentiary. vessels foundered, and 
those at Port Royal sustained © con- 
siderable damage. The damage on 
land is roughly estimated at 
ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND POUNDS. 
The cocoanut trees were all snapped in 
pieces. Strong and substantial houses fell 
before the fury of the wind, to say nothing of 
the tenements of the poorer classes, and 
the streets and lanes are frightful 
tolookupon. The viliages of Allmantown, 
Brownstown, Passmoretown, Mannahstown, 
Smith’s Village and Fletcher’s land suffered 
severely. ‘The school house.were leveled and 
the churches. chapels and synagogues were 
dgmuged. ‘The barracks at ark Camp went 
down in the gale. The banana crop 
IS DESTROYED 
and trees of all kinds vanished. Three se- 
vere shocks of earthquake were felt during 
the storm, andthe cries and screams of the 
people rusbing from their falling dwellings 
were frightful to hear. A few small tene- 
ments at Matiida’s and 
as far as <Aucustown were blown 
away. The tenements in other 
places showeda similar fate. Commnunica- 
tion with country perts was cut off. No 
telegrams could from 
Kingston Station. are all 
snapped. Trains pass, 
the Rio Cabrie bridge having bursted when 
the storm was atits height. Boards, trees, 
sheds, shingles, household furniture, etc., 
were rushing through the air with lightning- 
like rapidity, white families were flying 
from bouse to house seeking refuge. loads 
are impassable for carriages and daugerous 
to pedestrians. Nearly the whole of the pro- 
vision crop is destroved, and great want will 
be felt by the peasantry.

Early in i878 the Tribune publish- 
ed a statemeut made by a young girl who had 
been induced to go to Texas through just such 
en advertisement asthe above. Sne happen- 
ed to have friends enough in this citv to pay 
her fare back. The man Thompson mention- 
ed in this advertisement keeps a dance-house 
in Dallas, Texas, known as ‘*Thompson’s 
Theater.’? The place is well-known as one 
of the dives of the town. The girls engaged 
for specialty acts and the ballet are required 
to servein the Wine-room attached to this 
dive. A wine-room is but another name for 
4 house of prostitution.

DIED ONA DRUNK. 


Jacob Macquat Terminates a Night’s 
Carouse by Dying onthe Pavement, 


Jacob Macguat had been carousing all night 
at Odenwalder’s saloon, 1400 Rosatti street, 
and was so intoxicated that he was incapable 
of locomotion. It was near 40’clock this 
morning when Michael 0’Hara and his other 
“ompanion attempted tv take him _ to 
his home at 1505 State street. 
In the party. there was none sober, 
and for thia reason their self-imposed 


task proved to be diflicult of accomplishment.

A reporter of the PostTeDispatTcH called 
upen Mr. H. W. Williams and asked him for 
some points about the’census. Mr. Williams 
is a competent authority on this subject, as he 
took the schoo] census in 1878 and as he bas 
ceiven the matter bis most careful attention. 
He took the pains to prepare a statement 
whichis found below, and which will be 


found exceedingly interesting. 
MR. WILLIAMS’ STATEMENT. 

I bave examined the question from every 
possible standpoint and have not the slight- 
est doubt that the recent census of the city of 
St. Louis (533,000) falls from 10),000 to 150,- 
v0O short of the actual number of our popula- 
tion. My reasons for this conclusion are as 
follows: 

FIRST. 

I wae superintendent of the school census in 
IS78, and employed 244 assistants. They were 
instructed to report the names of all persons, 
white and black, old and young. male and 
female, and as the work was done in October 
instead of April, when it should have been 
tuken, the assistants were instructed to note 
those who were not residents of St. Louis on 
the Ist day of April. The total number of 
children of school age reported to the Board 
of Publie Schools was 97,557. ‘There were 
then in the city 1,500 children of school age 
who were not here in April and therefore not 
reported to the board. Adding those to the 
number reported it gives a totalof 9,077. 

Having made my report to the Board, my 
duty ended. but baving some curiosity to 
know the total population (their names hav- 
ing been returned tome) and not caring to 
perform the Jabor or incur the expense of 
vroing through the entire work, | took the re- 
turns of six wards in diflerent localities, and 
counted them up to arrive ata basis for an 
estimate. That count gave five persons for 
each of the children between the aves of six 
to twenty inclusive. The total number of the 
children reported to the Board as being in 
the city April 1, 1878, was, as stated above, 
97,977, which multiplied by five gave 487,785 
as tbe total population. Taking the whole 
bpumber Which were here when! took the 
ceneus in October, %),077, it mace the popula- 
tien of St. Ldauis 495,385. 

The correctness of the basis of this estimate 
Was quite closely contirmed by the census of 
the city of Paris for the same vear, as fol- 
lows: Total population of that city in IS7s, 
1,9ss,8006; ebildren of the ages of 5 to 2) in- 
clusive, 466,270.
